Both Mr. and Mrs. Sch- 
roeder thanked all their 
friends warmly for the happy 
celebration. Following the 
reception a family gathering 
was held at the Look’s home 
in Edmonton and later in the 
week the Schroeders’ treated 
all the family to a dinner in 
downtown Edmonton. 

For Mr. Schroeder the day 
brought many memories and 
much thanksgiving for his 
years in Canada: 

When the first world war 
broke out the Germans came 
in to Lublin in Poland and 
look many people away to be 
sent to Siberia in Russia 
including young Rudolph - 
**We were told to be ready in 
two days"’ he recalled - In 
Siberia he managed quite 
well by buying and selling 
butter and eggs to support 
himself. After the peace 
agreement the Polish people 
were allowed to come to the 
Polish Consul in Moscow and 
arrange to go back by train to 
Poland. That was a trip full of 
hardships and half of the 
people died from hunger and 
cold from when they set out 
in December 1921 till the end 
of February when they 
arrived in Poland. 

Then Rudolph spent two 
years with the Polish army 
before going back to farm- 
ing, In 1938 it was clear to 
him that another war was 
coming and the family 
decided to go to Canada. 
They sold everything they 
owned from land and build- 
ings to household dishes and 
left only with their clothes. 
They were in London, Eng- 
land the day that Czechoslo- 
vakia fell to Hitler. *‘We 
have worked hard in Canada 
and Canada has been good to 
us,’’ said Mr. Schroeder. 
**We have never been sorry 
that we came.”’

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REFLECTS 


COMMENTS ON THE CONVENTION 
BY DELEGATE ERNIE JAMISON 


The Conservative leadership convention was certainly the 
largest exercise in politics that those present, and all the 
Canadians who chose to watch the live TV coverage, have 
ever witnessed. 


Beside the Dief and Stanfield nights which were- televised, 
there were committee meetings, get-to-know-the-candi- 
dates receptions, policy sessions and hundreds of people 
from every corner of Canada meeting each other for the first 
time in hotels and restaurants, in buses and cabs and in the 
huge civic centre in Ottawa. 


And everywhere everyone was talking politics - arguing, 
persuading, predicting, but most of all worrying. The 
delegates wanted to be certain they would choose the right 
man at this crucial time, the man who can defeat Trudeau 
the next time. And they were serious about it! 


In the final crunch of voting day the tension mounted with 
the whoopla. As a staff member for Jack Horner [M.P. for 
Crowfoot Alberta for the past 17 years] | was working the 
convention floor along with other official candidate workers 
from 11 a.m. until our new leader, Joe Clark, finished his 
acceptance speech. 


A lot of things happened between the first and fourth 
ballots. Some were predictable, such as Flora going over to 
Clark. Some things were hard to figure out, such as Sinclair 
Stevens who had made a hard-hitting right of centre speech, 
going over to Clark right after the first ballot when he was in 
seventh position. Then you start wondering what deal was 
made and when was it made. 


Mulroney had a large first ballot showing and in his 
campaign had consistently maintained a middle-of-the-road 
approach. He made no move after losses on the third ballot 
forced him out and gave no indication of personal support 
for any candidate. A Quebec candidate, Mulroney, who had 
a large group of young delegates, had strong Ontario and 
some western support needed to defeat Wagner in the 
campaign. His delegates also went in the main to Clark, 
although he was not considered as far to the left as Clark. 


There was the timing of Hellyer’s withdrawal. Clearly he 
had far less first ballot support than was expected, drawing 


fifth position behind Wagner, Mulroney, Clark and Horner. 
He decided to withdraw, and, perhaps influenced by the 


unexpected move of Stevens, indicated his support for 
Wagner to counteract Stevens. But he was too late with his 
withdrawal form and 118 votes for Hellyer showed up on the 
second ballot, which otherwise could have made a 
significant difference to Wagner. 


A tremendously exciting moment came after the second 
ballot when Jack Horner went over to Wagner. Within 
minutes the chant ‘‘EAST AND WEST - EAST AND 
WEST” was heard all over the arena. ‘‘What a fantastic 
joining of small Conservative strength,’’ I thought as I heard 
it. ‘*This could be the historic turning point the convention 
has looked for to produce a very clear alternative to the 
Trudeau government. Wagner, who had undoubtedly made 
the best speech of the convention was now in a very strong 
position, and had key backing from Horner’s western group 
and Pat Nowlan’s maritime group. A combination which 
could break Ontario control in federal politics.

But it was not to be - and we'll never know what combination 
of forces resulted in the victory of Joe Clark. Perhaps some 
east-west division, perhaps some English-French division 
contributed to Joe’s victory which, to many on the crowded 
floor, seemed almost a fluke. In the enormous tension and 
heat of battle cool heads do not always prevail, and in the 
aftermath of the convention Sunday evening and Monday 
thousands of people around Ottawa were trying to figure out 
what had happened. 


The main objective remains for Conservatives. To win the 
next federal election. This can only happen if Mr. Clark can 
unite the Party and will listen to the positions of western 
Canadians like Jack Horner and his counterparts in the 
Maritimes and Central Canada. There should be no talk of 
asking dissidents to leave the party such as was reported by 
the media. Almost as many delegates voted against Mr. 
Clark as voted for him, and what is needed is a welding 
together of both forces within the Party to provide the strong 
alternative to the present government which the Canadian 
people seek,

I 
recommend travel as a val- 
uable and needed education 
for anyone; and would 
strongly support a continua- 
tion of this or similar 
programs in our school 
system.’’

What is the purpose of a 
food guide? First, it serves as 


translation of the nutrient 
intakes recommended for ° 


Canadians into servings of 
food within food groups. The 
food groups encompass those 
foods which have similar 
nutrient contents and can 
therefore be inter-changed in 
the diet. In this manner, food 
guides provide flexibility of 
food choices within the 
framework of current eating 
habits. A second purpose of a 
guide is to provide a basis for 
the uniform distribution of 
information on daily food 
needs and nutrition by pro- 
fessionals. 

A food guide is not meant 
io be a statement of nutrient 
requirements but rather a set 
of guidelines. Food guides 
are formulated with eight 
nuirients in mind, namely 
protein, iron, calcium, vil- 
amin A, vitamin C, ribo- 
flavin, thiamine, and niacin. 
While there are over 40 
nulrients required daily by 
the body, if these eight are 
supplied in quantities of food 
10 provide the recommended 
daily intake, the other 
nutrients will likely be con- 
\ained within the diet as well. 
One exception is vitamin D, 
required by growing persons 
and expectant and nursing 
mothers, which is obtained 
from foods fortified with 
vilamin D. 

While ‘the Nutrition Can- 
ada results made public 
io-date provide data on 
gencral nutrient insufficien- 
cies and excesses found 
among Canadians, a break- 


Olde Homey Hints

down of the types of food 
eaten daily has not yet been 
made available. 

Data collected by McClin- 
ton, Milne and Beaton has, 
however, provided insight 
into this area, Food récords 
of 4,529 people were studied 
in relation to their conformity 
tothe nutrient intakes re- 
commended for Canadians, 
and to Canada’s Food Guide. 
Surprisingly, only 31.3% of 
the total sample had intakes 
which were consistent with 
the recommended levels or, 
in other words, were deemed 


nutritionally adequate, Of 
the 31.3% only one indivi- 
dual consumed the sugges- 
ted intake of all of the food 
groups as recommended in 
Canada’s Food Guide, This 
suggests that when adequate 
nutrition was being obtained, 
the pattern of food consump- 
tion was not consistent with 
Canada’s Food Guide. 
Using the findings and 
recommendations from this 
study, the public health 
nutritionists from, British 
Columbia, Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan drafted ‘‘Guide to

Very Successful First Year 


For The New Home 
Certification Program of Alberta 


On Friday, February 20, 
the New Home Certification 
Program of Alberta held a 
press conference in the Real 
Camino Room at the Ed- 
monton Plaza Hotel to. mark 
their first year of operation. 
The conference was well 
attended by various mem- 
bers of the media, including 
two members of the St. 
Albert Gazette staff. The 
Minister of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, Graham 
L. Harle and the Deputy 
Minister Jack Lyndon were 
in attendance to represent 
the Alberta Government. 
Also present at the meeting 
was Mr. Laurie Blais, presi- 
dent of the Edmonton 
Housing Association. On 
hand for the program itself, 
was Mr. Rudy Scheibelhofer, 
chairman of the Board, Mr. 
Keith Paddick, secretary of 
the Board, and chairman of 
the Alberta Council of 
HUDAC Mr. George 
Frieser. 

It was 12 months ago that 
the Alberta Council of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
Association of Canada (HU- 
DAC) announced the launch- 
ing of Canada's only new 
home warranty scheme, the 
New Home Certification Pro- 
gram of Alberta. Entirely 
self-supporting this builder- 
operated plan for the protec- 
tion of new home buyers now 
has five branch offices, a 
head office, and a skilled 
staff of conciliators through- 
oul the province, and pro- 
vides a consumer service that 
enjoys the support of gov- 
ernment agencies such as the 
Alberta Housing Corporation 
and Department of Con- 
sumer and Corporate Affairs, 
consumer agencies and mor- 
tgage lenders. 

“It is this support’ says 
Rudy Scheibelhofer, now in 
his second year as chairman 
of the board of directors of 
the program which arises out 
of the program’s demon- 
strated effectiveness, ‘‘whi- 
ch I am convinced led to the 
recommendation against a 
national new home warranty 
scheme. Already two other 
provinces -- Manitoba. and 
British Columbia -- have 
started a program similar to 
ours, and others it seems will 
soon follow. It was always 
our contention that a pro- 
vincial industry-operated 
scheme, backed by insurance 
would work better than a vast 
national bureaucracy opera- 
ted from Ottawa. I think we 
have proven our point.”

Mr. E. W. Boley, exe- 
cutive director points out that 
the registration committee, 
meeting regularly, has app- 
toved the application of 285 
builders who have enrolled 
13,000 homes in the program 
so far, and expects another 
13 - 15,000 in the coming 
year. 

‘‘Membership could grow 
to some 350 builder mem- 
bers. Our members must be 
building close to 90% of the 
eligible houses in the pro- 
vince."’ As he sees it, one of 
the main priorities of the 
program is to develop ways 
to encompass other forms of 
housing, such as mobile 
homes and high rise condo- 
miniums, within its protec- 
lion. 

The New Home Certifi- 
cation Program of Alberta 
protects those who buy new 
homes from its registered 
members by insuring down- 
payments, guaranteeing the 
builder's one year warranty, 
and extending that for four 
more years in respect of 
major structural defects. 


90% COVERAGE 


More than 90 per cent of 
new homes being built in 
Alberta now are covered 
under the voluntary five-year 
warranty program initiated 
just a year ago by the 
province’s builders. 

The program had 262 
member builders at the 
beginning of 1976, represen- 
ting 90 per cent of the pro- 
vince’s single-family home 
construction reported E. W. 
(Bill) Boley, executive direc- 
tor of the New Home 
Certification Program of Al- 
berta (NHCPA). 

During 1975, 12,000 pur- 
chasers of new homes were 
protected by the Program. 

‘We anticipate many new 
members during 1976, br- 
inging protection to almost 
all new-home buyers in 
Alberta,"’ he said. 

Graham Harle, minister of 
Consumer Affairs, said, 
‘*‘We have been very im- 
pressed with the amount of 
co-operation from the build- 
ing industry,’’ when ques- 
tioned about the NHCPA in 
the Alberta Legislature. 

Bill Yurko, minister of 
Housing and Public Works, 
said, ‘Alberta has led the 
way" in regard to new home 
warranties. The system is 
operating ‘‘very effectively 
and efficiently at this time,” 


he told the Legislature. 

In addition, Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corpora- 
tion and the Provincial 
Consumer Affairs Depart- 
ment report complaints re- 
lated to new homes have 
dropped dramatically since 
the Program took effect. 

Under the NHCPA, the 
buyer’s deposit is protected 
up to $20,000 prior. to 
occupancy in the event of 
builders insolvency, bank- 
suptcy or fraud, 

The Program also assures 
that the member builder will 
repair any defects during the 


mandatory one-year guaran- , 


tee of workmanship and 
materials. 

Then, for the remaining 
four years, the buyer or any 
subsequent owner is pro- 
tected against. structural 
defects that ‘‘vitally affect 
the home,”” to a maximum of 
$20,000 in repair costs. 

Should there be a dispute 
between the home buyer and 
the builder, an unbiased 
conciliator is ‘called in. 
During 1975, 27 disputes 
were handled by the Pro- 
gram’s Arbitration Board, 
eliminating the need for legal 
action, Mr. Boley said. 

As well, many complaints 
don’t go this far but are 
settled amicably because the 
NHCPA’s staff are able to 
establish rapport between 
the builder and the buyer. 

The Program maintains 
input from the public thr- 
ough its nine-member Con- 
sumer Affairs Committee. 
Included are three members 
from the Consumers Asso- 
ciation of Alberta, two build- 
ers and one member each 
from the Federal Consumers 
Affairs Department, the Pro- 
vincial Consumers’ Affairs 
Department, Unifarm/Albe- 
ria Labor Council and the 
Alberta Housing Corpora- 
tion. 

The Program also has 
commiltees overseeing re- 
gistration and standards. 
Before accepting a member, 
the Registration Committee 
screens the builder for relia- 
bility and competence. A 
rember not reacting prom- 
pily to legitimate complaints 
can be effectively censured. 
Membership can be can- 
celled if decisions of the 
Program's conciliators are 
not met. 

As well as protecting the 
consumer, the NHCPA is 
beneficial to builders. 

li creates confidence in the 
home buyer, making him 
more willing to give the 
builder a reasonable time to 
repair defects. As well, 
builders are advised through 
the plan on the best pro- 
cedures for handling comp- 
laints satisfactorily, avoiding 
misunderstandings. Legal 
fees that might result from 
litigation are saved, although 
the Program doesn’t inter- 
fere with the rights to 


litigation, and the plan can © 


issue letters of good standing 
that help the builder to deal 


Member builders can dis- 
play the NHCPA logo on 
their advertising, stationery 
and the sides of their trucks. 
Window posters are supplied 
for homes, informing the 
buyer of the plan’s pro- 
tection, and a permanent 
identification disc is attached 
to the home’s electrical 
breaker panel. 

Builder’s salesmen should 
wear NHCPA lapel buttons, 
he said. ‘‘The confidence 
created in the buyer can help 
to make sales.”’

When Namao was like a little South Wales

It’s a long time since 77 
year old Glen Samis wielded 
a pick and shovel for coal in 
the coulees around Namao, 
but he remembers the days 
when that area looked like a 

mini South Wales. 

' He recalls there were 
hundreds of miners from the 
old country when three big 
mines producing lignite coal 
started in the southern part 
of the MD of Sturgeon just 
before the First World War. 

These were the Banner 
mine, the Alberta mine, and 
the biggest of the bunch, the 
Cardiff Colliery. 

These mines, and several 
others, with evocative names 
like Boomerang, Star-Key 
(still operating), Pen, Samis, 
McDonald, Bell all boomed 
with activity just after the 
war years and then folded in 
the mid-1920's. 

There was a brief revival 
and flurry of mining activity 
in the 1930s when times were 
tough and people wanted the 
lignite coal to heat their 
houses and buildings. 

Mr. Samis, looking out 
over the winter wastes from 
his brick-built house on the 
Namao Ridge, recalls the 
coal mining days with nost- 
algia. He points to a bruise 
on his top lip which he says 
he got from a piece of falling 
coal, like so many other 
miners as they took the risks 
of the trade to bring warmth 
and power to the early 
settlers of Alberta. 

He says the mines were 
not that dangerous to work in 
as the coal was very near the 
surface, though the odd time 
it did have to be timbered up 
to prevent cave-ins..: 

* Although MtySaiiis was 
19 years old, nearly 60 years 
ago when mining activity was 
al its zenith in the area, he 
still has a fine, eye for detail. 

He recalls that up to 500 
tons of coal a day was taken 
out from the Cardiff mine, 
and the other two, the 
Alberta and Banner. 

‘All the mines had a spur 
line, the spur line from 
Cardiff ran in two miles and 
there was a train in every day 
to take the coal out. The main 
line ran on up to Atha- 
basca,"’ said Mr. Samis. 

‘The coal was worth $1.25 
a ton and now it’s worth $16 


a ton. 


He recalls the 1920 ex- 
plosion at the Cardiff mine, 
**but,’” he added, ‘‘the bigg- 
est disaster was when we had 
the strikes.’ 

Mr. Samis pointed out that 
he wasn’t at the Cardiff mine 
during the strikes, but he 
heard tales of pickets armed 
with knives and pistols as the 
strike dug in. 

Mr. Samis said he was 
hauling feed when the strike 
was on. The strike came near 
the end of the Cardiff mine’s 
life. 

‘The coal was inferior and 
could not compete with the 
other mines in the area; the 
mine did run a little while 
after the strike, but not 
long.” 

But when the Cardiff mine 
did shut down it was a 
tragedy for the workers and 
their families. When the 
mine shut down about 500 
men and their families were 
jliving in Cardiff. The town 
‘had two stores, a livery 
stable, drug store, barber- 
shop and pool room. 

One consolation for the 
families was that the men 
could turn to farming so that 

,eased the blow when the 
mining community could no 
longer rely on coal. 

But when the Cardiff mine 
folded, it was not the end of 
coal mining for Mr, Samis. 

He joined up with the Coal 
Branch and went off into the 
mountains to dig for bitu- 
menous coal which could be 
used for steam power and 
could be coked. 

‘*Working in the moun- 
tains you'd come out black 
like a nigger,’’ said Mr.. 
Samis, ‘‘but not in the mines 

. here (in Namao) - the bitu- 
‘me@nouws coal is more pow 
dery."” 

Mr. Samis said there-was a 
round the clock shift when 
mining, both in the moun- 
tains and in Namao. 

‘It was hard work,’’ Mr. 
Samis continued, referring to 
working the sloping seams in 
the mountains, ‘‘but in those 
days you were used to it.”’ 

Although Mr. Samis is 
now retired and his son 
Ronald does the main work 
when it comes to looking 


after his farm’s 80 head of © 


cattle and six horses, he still 
maintains an interest in the 
coal industry.

ENERGY CRISIS 


This is mainly because of 
the so-called energy crisis. 

He thinks there will be 
more interest in coal as an 
alternate source of power to 
natural gas. 

‘‘And,’’ he says, ‘‘in 10 
years, I may not be here, but 
they'll have something to 
take the place of gas for 
fuel.”’ 

Mr. Samis said he knew 
that the City of Edmonton 
has its eyes on a 1200 acre $4 
million coal seam three miles 
west of Namao and one mile 
south, 

‘‘l also have a nephew in 
Ontario working on a (proj- 
ect) to take the place of 
electricity.” 

But the old days are fast 
fading into the pages of 
history for Mr. Samis. Only a 
few of the men who worked 
alongside him in the mines 
are still alive and many of the 
owners are long since gone. 

Like Levi Parker who took 
over the Banner mine after 
Arthur Jarvis, and the en- 
gineer of the Cardiff Colliery 
Mike Saunders. 

Mr. Samis says that Elmer
